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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the applied art fails to 
disclose " indexing, directly, an index portion of a packet into to corresponding bucket from the same packet". Examiner disagrees. The 
argued indexing, directly , was not defined in the specification in any specific way as a matter of fact Paragraph 52, of the instant 
application discloses "Segment I is linearly indexed to a bucket 535 and bucket 535 directly indexes a entry in table 510. In effect 

bucket 535 does a look up in table 510 in order to determine which of output ports 540 or 545 are to be used to transmit incoming data. 
The Index I merely selects a bucket." And the support in Fig. 5, does not show any specific description to the "indexing, directly". 
Therefore the cited portion of the applied art Col. 6, lines 28-36 discloses "the output of this function is an index to flow table 335 for the 
designated output queue for the given input flow. One of ordinary skill in the art will recognize the process of computing a table lookup 
index based on a limited range of inputs as a generic hash function (or hashing), novel here in the choice of both input parameters and the 
precise hash function performed on those inputs. Such hashing may be accomplished with hardware or software means". Examiner 
believes even if the reference does not disclose the term directly indexing, and with the clarification stated, the reference meets the 
claimed limitation. 
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
